The home, the church and the 
school have failed in keeping pace 
with the problems of the youth of 
today. 
Such was the message of Warden 
Frank Sain of the Cook County 
Jail in one of the most forceful and 
timely lectures ever given in Pala­ 
tine. 
Mr. Sain spoke at a public meet­ 
ing at the high school auditorium 
Thursday evening. 
The meeting was sponsored by 
the Palatine Lions club and it was 
a great pity that the Warden could 
not have had a full house of par­ 
ents and young people to hear his 
massage, as it was only a small 
number turned out to hear a very 
worth while talk. 
Mr. Sain, after pointing out 
the tremendous cost of crime to 
the country in the course of a year, 
showed how the youth of today is 
more susceptable to the advice of 
his street corner friends than to 
the advice of his parents. 
“The little big shots” as the war­ 
den called them, have grown away 
from their parents, they think that 
their parents are “old fashioned” 
and don’t understand them. 
Mr. Sain’s advice to the youth is 
to keep close to the influences of 
their home and his advice to the 
parents is to make pals of their 
children so that the youths will 
lake them into their confidence in­ 
stead of talking over their prob­ 
lems with the street corner, tavern 
or pool room gangs. 
The speaker said 
that people 
were not interested in crime until 
in some way it hit home to them. 
He gave many illustrations of the 
heartbreaking scenes at the coun­ 
ty jail after some of the “little big 
shots” had run afoul of the law. 
Preventive measures that would 
halt crime before it ever started 
was the only cure for crime in the 
opinion of Mr. Sain. 
He frankly admitted that the 
jails 
and corrective 
institutions 
simply “Award a diploma in crime” 
when they turn out a prisoner who 
has served his time.

A preventive program that would 
teach in ihe home and the schools j 
the futility of crime and its awful ! 
cost, the use of some of the big 
rooms in church basements for ac- I 
tivities that would keep the young 
people busy were some of the rec- ! 
ommendations for the prevention ! 
of crime before it starts that were ; 
given by the speaker. 
After his talk on crime and its 
futility, its heartaches and its tre- I 
mendous costs the speaker gave an I 
illustrated lecture on the county ! 
jail where he showed moving pic­ 
tures of the jail and all its work­ 
ings, from the receiving of the first 
offender to the electric chair which 
is the ultimate destination of many 
hardened criminals. 
All of the various departments 
in jail life and jail activities were 
shown together with the outdoor 
activities of the prisoners durir^ 
the summer time including garden­ 
ing and athletic contests. 
The illustrated lecture was an 
education in itself, showing as it 
did, the operations of one of Cook 
county’s largest institutions. 
Mr. Sain closed his remarks by 
inviting groups of 15 or more to 
visit and go through the county 
jail and in complimenting Palatine 
in having one of its citizens, An­ 
thony Sikora, as one of the able em­ 
ployees of the institution.

This may have 
been the result of producers skim­ 
ming a reasonable amount of their 
surplus milk, placing the cream 
they did not need for table pur­ 
poses in with the remaining milk 
and feeding the skim milk.
